The continuing presence of rabies 
among dogs and cats in the county 
seat was indicated Thursday morn- 
ing when city officers were called 
to the residence of Mr. and Mrs. S. 
E. Ronzone to kill a cat which was 
obviously the victim of the infec- 
tion. 

The cat, Mrs. Ronzone told of- 
ficers, had come to their home dur- 
ing the week and had exhibited 
signs of being ill on Wednesday. 

Thursday morning the cat was 
violently afflicted and Chief of Po- 
lice James P. Morton and Officer 
D. W. LeBourveau were called and 
the animal was killed. Morton said 
that the evidence of infection was 
so great that he is satisfied, with- 
out analysis, that the cat had ra- 
bies. As far as is known no one was 
bitten or scratched by the cat. 

The incident took place in Up- 
pertown, the same quarter of the 
community in which a cat had bit- 
ten or scratched Mrs. Hazel Bige- 
low and her brother, Gerald Ball. 

An analysis of the cat’s head re- 
vealed the animal had rabies and 
Mrs. Bigelow and her brother were 
immediately placed under treat- 
ment.
